In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr McWhinney had several questions purtaining to claim 1, 
including the basis of written description and enablement rejections encompassing the reverse complement of the 
recited SEQ IDs and 'functional parameters' recited in step (b). The examiner indicated that a polypeptide encoded by 
the antisense strand was not taught in the specification or the art. Further, the examiner indicated that said 'functional 
parameters' as recited fell out of the scope of reasonably being indicative of 'binding' to vGlut, which is the requisite 
characteristic of the selected compound. 

Secondly, the examiner suggested including an additional step of testing the compound in an animal model of pain if 
the preamble were to remain the same. It the preamble were changed to indicate a method of identifying 'candidate 
compounds' the method may be entirely in vitro. Howver, the prior art of record would apply. 
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
